a series of measxires taken afteir Septenber 1977. 


particularly regarding 


-The release of 389 detainees over the Christmas holidays. 
“The re-introduction of the right of option. 


-The publication of lists of detainees. 

-The release of Mr. Jacoho '^nmerman and placed under house arrest. 
-The release of nanbsrs of the Dsutsch family. 


It seems that those sectors consider that the "Intonncdiai.e Steps** lack anv va lue 
and for the sake of their o^^Tl pol itical triumph look to implcr'ent the policy of .. 
*’all or nothing". That position seems to indicate tJiat unless «\11 those detainees 
involved in subversive activities arc rolcascjcl (us on M'ly 2j, 1973) , LIic5 preusuros 
will continue to increase. 

Th ese s«me sectors have profurrod to irinoro Uie spaedi madcj bv tho Ministinr o f 
Interior, General Alb;ino H:jrguin'k>:j\a, to the chicifs of rolice in v;hich he 
recognises that during tlic^ stnigglo against suhvursion the sc\*:ority forces exceeded 
their authority, and gave c-xplicit instructions to pjut an end to it. 


The Argentine Republic sees with displeasure the p.inltivc delays itr-posod by 
soae sectors of tlic Dopartn-ient of State in the processing of exporting licences 
for Military cquipncnl:. 
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Besides its negative influence on the bilateral Argentine-United States relations, 
these measures clearly show that the United States is a non-trust\-?orthy supplier 
since the freezing of spare parts has arrested the functioning of equipment 
pireviously purchased,, thus violating traditional cauiiarcial practices. 


There are already many licences that have been 'frozen*' for more than six months 
by measures taken by certain sectors of the Department of State v;hich go beyo.nd 
the pjresent legal dispositions sanctioned by the Congress of the United States. 


The Argentine Republic has received no official explanation regarding this situatio 
Ouite to the contrary, during conversations held with officers from the 
Department of State the Brtessy \>;as prcxtiised on several occasions that tne ' ; 


approval of these licences vas iirminent. 


The Errbassy is aware that the necessary cloararce from the Dapartmant of State 
of the operations begun to be syst«natically delayed, v;hen related 

to Argentina. 


Tnese new limitations refer not only to tlio public sector but also to the private 
one. They include, for inslanco, direct errtUts for the State company "Acrolinescis 
ArgentinSLs" as v;ell as for private firms. This means that the Argentine Government 
carries out efforts to improve a cemplex political and econmical situation \'A^ilo * 
the Government of the United States creates all kinds of obstacles that slow down 
the process of rocov'cri'. Likev;iss, the stagnation of the "Letters of Interest" 
frem the EXD-BA.\K threatens to blockade the participation of American suppliers 
in important binational projects. In this way, for example, the delay imposed 
upon the "Letters of Interest" regarding the supply of turbines for the binational' 
Yacireta project for U$S 135 million on a total of 270, threatens the participation 
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of an OJnpDrtant Arterican firm in the international public bidding for the 
supply of tuj±)ines. 


Finally, this rigid attitude of certain sectors of the Department of State ■/ 

raises antagonisms arrong the peoples of our nations which have shared a long I 
tradition of friendship and und(2rstanding as sho^n in the continued progress ' 
in other areas of the bilateral relationship such as that related to the efforts 
carried out in favor of non-proliferation, which has been up to the p resent 
very fruitful. ■
